Assistant to Congressman Adam Clayton iWell (D. -N. Y.) this morning, 
Stone received a telephone call from a Negro newspaperman in New York 
whom he referred to as Al.

A confidential source, who has furnished reliable 
information in the past, advised on September 29, 1965> that 
cn that date, F.artin Luther King was in contact with Clarence 
Jones. According to the source, Jone3 advised King of a meeting 
he, Jones, had with Harry (Wachtel) at which they went over the 
Gandhi Society Board, the Executive Committee, the whole 
question of allocation of money for the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference (SCLC) and the Gandhi Society. Jones 
continued that all problems were discussed candidly and 
frankly, that they both agreed on all names that should be on 
the Executive Committee as well as those on the Board. 

Jones said he discussed the problem of the Gandhi 
Society not being turned Into a "Frankenstein" as far as the 
SCLC ir concerned. He said he told Harry that they must be 
very careful that, when high contributors give to the Society 
and intend the money to go to the SCLC, they insure the SCLC 
benefits. He added that otherwise they will find money being 
siphoned off to a tax-exempt organization that would otherwise 
go to the SCLC.

Jones further commented that Harry was in very 
good form, that they discussed his relationship with King 
and with Jones as well as the advisory committee and some 
of the problems which Harry felt existed. He said Harry is 
ready to go along at every level. 


King related that he had spoken with Harry a day 
or t'-’o before and Jones informed King that Harry had 
summarized the conference held with King concerning King 
speaking in Philadelphia (on October 15, 1965 on the occasion 
of the 50th Anniversary of the Women's International League of 
Peace and Freedom). 


King mentioned that he had heard that Harry 
Belafonte "had gone in the hole" for about $10,000 and 
Jones commented that Belafonte had told him the same tiling, 
that it was rn the occasion of the Selma benefit. He said 
3eInfont? would like to have some reimbursement made to 
!3elafonte Enterprises. Jones Indicated that the expense 
occurred from the misroutlng of equipment which Belafonte shipped 
down. 


(It is noted that Harry Belafonte provided 
entertainment on the occasion of the march led by King from 
Montgomery to Selma, Alabama, in the Spring of 1965). 

According to the source, it was agreed that King 
would write Belafonte a thank - you letter. Jones mentioned 
that perhaps a check for $1,000.00 could be sent to Belafonte, 
that Pe3afonte mentioned a reimbursement of $2,500.00, but 
did not press the issue. King felt they could pull out the 
expenca *©ney for Belafonte if they had to.

King advised that the SCLC is in a period where 
things have gone down a great deal as far as fund raising 
:'.s concerned. Jones brought up the September fund-raising 
letter and felt there will be a good response to it. 

Jones inquired as to how the Philadelphia 
appearance had been resolved in so far as King's position 
on Vietnam is concerned. King related that he had decided 
to appear at the last minute, make an excuse for leaving and 
leave immediately after the speech. King said there would 
be no press conferences. 

Jones mentioned that Wyatt Tee rfalker, the former 
Executive Director of the SCLC made a statement from the 
pvlpio of Congressman Adam Clayton Powell's church on Sunday, 
(September 26, 1965) about the peace settlement with Powell, 
that King is his number one leader and Powell's number one 
leader, but that in New York Powell is number one. King stated 
that he did not know about this, but knew Powell was ready 
to give in because a lot of members had gotten on Adam and 
circulated a petition. King added that Powell is smart enough 
to nip something like that in the bud.

Dear Mr. Hoover: 

Late in July I made a public statement deploring serious 
changes which the accusers, without offering the smallest shred of valid 
supporting evidence, made about certain people. These "certain" people 
are Mr. James Farmer, Dr. Martin Luthei^Kin g, and Mr. Bayard Rustin; 
the accusations indict these men as communists or as having significantly 
close associations with known communists. Because of these alleged asso¬ 
ciations the civil rights groups are condemned outright. 

As a result of my statement I am still receiving mail. There 
has been reference to your calling Dr. King a notorious liar. For some 
people your change is an absolute proof that Dr. King’s whole life and all his 
statements are highly suspect. The conclusion is that Mr. King is commu¬ 
nistic. I realize, of course, that such reasoning, if one can name it such, 
is utterly ridiculous. 

I respectfully and earnestly request a statement of your 
opinion concerning each of these three men. Do you consider them 
communists or not? Do you think there is a dangerous degree of communist 
infiltration in the high-level leadership in the non-violent civil rights groups? 
Or, do you think communists exert any influence on the policy-making of 
these groups?

On September 22, 1965, the Reverend Martin Lather 
King, Jr. was present at the annual Michaelmas Convocation 
of St. Peter’s College, Jersey City, Rev Jersey. At this 
gathering he was avarded the Honorary Degree of Doctor of 
lavs and Letters by St. Peter’s College and he also gave an 
address. 


In his address Dr. King stressed the brotherhood 
of man and the equality of all people. He stated that while 
recent civil rights legislation has been enacted there is a 
need both in the South and in the North for massive programs 
to be initiated which will insure equality for all. Dr. King 
also stressed the need for nonviolence in the civil rights 
movement. 


Prior to the convocation several individuals 
appeared outside the auditorium and distributed literature 
critical of Martin Luther King and some of those who have 
associated with him in the civil rights movement. 

Newspaper reports reflect that college authorities 
stated numerous phone calls and letters had been received 
objecting to Dr. King’s appearance at the college. 

At the start of the convocation, while Martin 
Luther King, Jr. was on the stage, a telephone call was 
received at the college saying a bomb was on the premises. 
College officials told Dr. King of the call, and he asked 
that the call be disregarded since it is a usual thing 
which happens when he appears in various places. Mo search 
was made of the premises and no evacuation was made of the 
audience. The program was continued without incident.
